JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 4.—An 
appeal forthe creation of State po- 
lice to enforce prohibition laws and 
all laws. which for any reason are 
difficuit-of enforcement in particu- 
lar localities and a discussion of tax- 
ation and Governmental administra- 
tion from the standpoint of getting 
more in gevernment from the money 
ecllected in taxes rather than from 
the standpoint of a reduction in 
taxes, were the principal features of 
Gov. Hyde’s biennial message to the 
Legislature, delivered today at a 
joint session\ of the Senate and 
House. 

The Governor recounted the dif- 
ficulties of the enforcement of pro- 
hibition laws, dectared that they 
must be enforced as long as they 
are law and said apparently the only 
way they could be enforced would 
be with a non-political, State-wide 
police force, which would not~be af-+ 
fected by local influences, and which 
would knaw no county dines. He took 
the position that local law enforce- 
ment had broken down “in many 
places in the tSate, in rural] commu- 
nities as well as in the larger cities. 

Law Enforcement Discussed. _ 

He made no recommendation for 
a reduction in State taxation. either 
in the property tax or in the speci‘l 
taxes levied on corporations, incomes 
of inheritances.- His appeal_on this 
subject was only that the State's 
activities <h~ "1d increase, and that 
there should be an elimination of 
waste in the?’ ---nditure of State 
funds. Discussing law enforcement, 
the Governor said: 

“In my’ judgment.the matter of 
greatest importance which faces the 
State is law enforcement. There 
exists a condition of<intolerance and 
intemperance with the restraints of 
the law which gives cause for alarm.

This refusal to recognize the rule of- 


law exists in varying degrees among 
all classes of our people. The liberty 
of the citizen and under well ordered 
rule of law is in process of degener- 
ating into mere personal! license. ‘che 
law, all the law, should either be 
enforcer, or the obnoxious part te-) 
pealed. 

‘It would be fruitless to attempt to 
a:sign ‘a cauS8e for this condition. 
Probably there are a great many 
contributory factors. Suffice it, to 
say that ,unless the State ‘enforces 
the laws written on. the statute 
books, the State has neglected its 
foremost duty and abdicated its pri- 
mary function. 

“It is notorious .that the liquor 
laws are being flagrantly violated. 
This is bad enough in the cities, 

here local sentiment dpes not sus+ 
tein the laws themselves; it is intol- 
rable in the country. where public 
opinion demands enforcement.

Carman is held without bail 
on an affidavit charging aiding in the 
robbery and the police are seeking 
three othe> men, with a lagundry 
mark on a shirt as a clew. 

.Seareh for Three Men. 

Besides the police, operatives of 
Albert R. Lee, appraiser, represent- 
ing the Federal Insurance Co., which 
had written a policy of $300,000 for 
her, and Pinkerton and Burne de- 
tectives have been put to work on 
the case.

and in fact djd not know whether 
he was being shot at.

Claud Holmes, a_e service car 
driver, testified that he lost his way 
about 2 a. m. on June 17 and drove 
up on the Lester property.

Witness Tells of “Big Gun” Operated 
at Mine Dump. 

Lucien Tucker testified © yester- 
day that he was at Ed Cren- 
shaw’s house the afternoon of June 
21. Fifteen or 20 other men were 
there. He saw a “big gun,” carried 
up on the dump at the Lester mine, 
and a bush was broken off and stuck 
in the ground in front of it. Firing 
from the big gun began.

* the hotel safe. In addition to her 
ewels, her furs have been a subject 
of constant admiration. 

While dining at the Palais Royale 
last year, she reported the loss of a 
$12,000 chinchilla coat. ‘Later the 
coat was recovered and a young 
woman employed in the coat room 
was arrested. So far as known, that 
was the only time Mrs. Schoellkopf 
was ever robbed before. 

Mrs. Schoellkopf never entertained 
at the Ritz, but went out a great 
deal. Except infrequently she was 
accompanied by her maid, in her 
employ several years. 

Said Robbers Were Courteous. 

Mrs. Schoeéllkopf, describing the 
robbery, said she was gently pushed 
into the apartment below, where she 
was partly held. She recognized Mc- 
Gowan and Marshall, who had been 
upstairs. A third man was with 
them, and the three treated her 
‘with courtesy ” and gentleness” 
while robbing her. 

Detectives found an empty bottle 
in the lower apartment which had 
contained ammonia, but none with 
chloroform. They took a man’s 
white evening shirt, to trace the 
laundry mark, and four pieces of a 
small box, the significance of which 
they would not reveal. 

The insurance men and some pri- 
vate detectives believe the thieves 
planned to rob.all the guests, but 
something went wrong with their 
plans.

Premier eunis and Foreign Min- 
ister Jaspar and their associates in 
the Belgian delegation took a more 
cheerful view of yesterday’s events, 

when Bonar Law abandoned that 
part of the-British plan setting anne 
Belgium’s priority. 

“Very Well, We Yield.” 

Bonar Law, amid a dramatic si- 
lence, arose and said in a matter- 
of-fact way, which contrasted sharp- 
ly with the Belgian Premier's im- 
passioned tones: “Very well, we 
yield. But we were under the im-,| 
pression that Belgium was prepared 
to make concessions.” 

“Belgium had reached ‘the limit 
of her concessions; perhaps Germany 
might be called upon to make some 
effort,’’ M. Theunis replied, and for 
a thoment the atmosphere of the 
conference “was rather heavily 
charged. But Marquis Della Tor- 
retta relieved the tension by suggest- 
ing that tea be served. 

American officiala in Paris fol- 
lowed the conference closely and 
keeping in constant touch with the 
Foreign Office and other official 
sources. Some British @bservers re- 
gard the British plan as being partly 
American in character and it.is even 
hinted that the American vern- 
ment had in a general way an unof- 
ficial knowledge of its contents be- 
fore it was presented. But Amer- 
ican officials in Paris say they knew 
nothing of it previously. 

Bonar Law Gives His View. 

“The French plan would make the 
recovery of German credit impossi- 
ble, and it destroys all chance of get- 
ting a large sum in reparations,” 
said Bonar Law in a speech before 
the conference yesterday afternoon. 
“The French plan of control is so 
complete that the reparations com- 
‘mission would possess the taxing 
power of the country. This is dan- 
gerous, if you want a country to be 
gelf-governed and are interested in 
its financial recevery. 

Referring to the tlause in the 
British plan which states that Great 
Britain would retain the French and 
Italian gold deposits, he said they 
no longer existed, as they had been 
shipped to the United States during 
the war to pay for munitions which 
were used by the allies. The Brit- 
ish plan was not a violation of the 
treaty, but, if it were, it was certain- 
ly no more so than the French plan. 

“TIT think it is right that we should 
face the realities of the situation,” 
he continued. “If there is a real 
vital difference of opinion between 
the allies, there is no use in casting 
up an umworkable plan, although I 
am not saying I would refuse to con- 
sider a compromise. The broad dif- 
ferences between France and Great 
Britain are on the total amount of 
reparations to be asked and the 
method of obtaining the money. It 
is’ possible that France might get 
fifty to one hundred million sterling 
by taking everything she can get 
her hands on in Germany, but the 
*nly way of getting a-larger sum is 
by establishing German credit. 

‘The French plan makes recovery 
impossible. I have consulted British 
public opinion carefully and also all 
available financial opinion, and all 
yagree that you cannot revive Ger- 
many unless you fix a reasonable in- 
demnity and cut the figures midway 
between the French minimum and 
maximum as named in the budget 
report of the Chamber.

Freed of Murder Charge in Bal- 


timore to Retufm to South 
as Free Man.

BALTIMORE, Md., Jan. 4.—Dr. 


B. M. McKoin, released from a mur- 
der charge here yesterday, so that 


he could return to Louisiana a free 
man, is expected to arrive in that 
State tomorrow. Before deperting 
last fight Dr. McKoin sald he ex- 
pected to go direct to Monroe, to 
join his wife and children. 

The physician is accompanied by 
Special Deputy Calhoun of Bastrop, 
la., and Chief Detective Glynn of 
New Orleans, who arrived here Sun- 
day with affidavits and a requisition 
for Dr. McKoin’s return.

Ritchie refused to recognize the doc- 
uments, as they were not filled out 
in proper form. After an exchange 
of telegrams between Gov.

Parker of Louisiana, it was 
agreed to release Dr. McKoin, as he 
had expressed willingness to return 
to that State voluntarily in an effort 
to prove his innocence of any con- 
nection with the Morehouse Parish 


kKidnaping and murders. 


Deputies are making the trip with 
traveling compan- 
ions, as he had expressed a desire for 
them to accompany him as an evi- 
dence of his good faith. 

Dr. McKoin was arrested here 
Dec. 26 at the request of Gov. Par- 
ker, who accused him of murder in 
connection with the deaths of 
Thomas Richard and Fillmore Watt 
Daniel, in Morehouse Parish, iast 
August.’ Dr. McKoin, a former 
Mayor of Mer Rouge, denied the 
charge, declaring he was in Monroe, 
40 miles from Mer Rouge, the night 
of the kidnapings.
